Referring to the German govern- 


ment's expression of hope in its last 
note that the freedom or the seas mas 
be established in some measure be- 
fore the end of the present war, the 
United States declares that this ob- 
ject can be accomplished, and invites 
the practical co-operation of the im- 
perial government. The American gov- 
ernment adds, however, that it "holds 
itself ready at any time to act as the 
common friend who may be privileged 
to suggest a way" to assist in estab- 
lishing the freedom of the seas. 


At the outset, the German note ol 


Jul S is declared "very unsatisfactory, 
because it tails to meet the real dif- 
ferences 
between the two govern- 


ments and indicates no way in which 
the accepted principles of law and 
humamtv may be applied in the grave 
matter in controversy, but proposes, 
on the cor«airy, arrangements for a 
partial suspension ot those principles, 
which virtually set them aside." 


Contending that "the defense of an 


act as retaliatory is an admission that 
it is illegal," the American govern- 
ment then argues that it cannot dis- 
cuss actions ot Great 
Britain with 


Germany and must regard as "irrele- 
vant" in the present negotiations tha 
conduct ot other belligerents.

FREEDOM OF SEAS 


Germany Warned Our Rights 


Must b: Respected. 


KOT 
EXEMPT 
FROM 
LAW 


Further Attacks Will Be Regarded a« 


"Deliberately Unfriendly,” Berlin Is 
Firmly Informed. 


The text of the American note on 
submarine warfare, presented at Ber­ 
lin by Ambassador Gerard, wa$. made 
public in Washington, 


It reveals that the imperial govern- 
ment has been informed It is the in 
tention of tne United States to re­ 
gard as “deliberately unfriendly” any 
repetition by the commanders of Ger­ 
man naval vessels of acts in contra 
vention of American rights. 


The United States announces that 
it will continue to contend for the 
freedom of the seas, “from whatever 
quarter violated, without compromis« 
and at any cost/’ 


In official and diplomatic quarters 
the communication was received as 
the strongest and most emphatic pro* 
nouncenient that has come from the 
Washington government since the be* 
giuning of its correspondence with 
the belligerents of Europe, president 
Wilson has returned to Cornish, N. H., 
to await developments, 


On tno assumption that Germany Has 
already admitted tho illegality of her 
practices by attempting 
to 
justify 
thorn as aKainst Great Britain, tin 
United States in the new note ex­ 
presses the belief that Germany will 
no longer “refrain from disavowing 
the wanton act of its naval command* 
or in sinking the Lusitania or from 
offering reparation for the American 
lives lost, so far as reparation can be 
made for a needless destruction o! 
human life by an illegal act.“ 


Referring to the German govern* 
mentis expression of hope in its last 
note that the freedom of the seas may 
be established in some measure be­ 
fore the end of the present war, the 
United States declares that this ob* 
ject can be accomplished, and invites 
the practical co-operation of the im* 
perial government. The American gor- 
eminent adds, however, that it “holds 
itself ready at any timo to act as the 
common friend who may be privileged 
to suggest a way“ to assist in estab- 
lishing the freedom of the seas. 


At the outset, the German note ol 
Jul S is declared “very unsatisfactory, 
because it fails to meet the real dif- 
fere nee s 
between the two govern* 
mcnts and indicates no way in which 
the accepted principles of law and 
humanitv may be applied in the grave 
matter in controversy, but proposes, 
on the cor «airy, arrangements for a 
partial suspension of those principles, 
which virtually set them aside.“ 


Contending that “the defense of an 
act as retaliatory is an admission that 
it is illegal,“ the American govern­ 
ment then argues that it cannot dis­ 
cuss actions of Great 
Britain with 
Germany aud must regard as “irrele­ 
vant“ in the present negotiations tha 
conduct of other belligerents. 


“Illegal and 
inhuman acts,“ saya 
the note, “however 
justifiable they 
may be thought against an enemy who 
is believed to have acted in contra­ 
vention of law and humanity are man­ 
ifestly indefensible 
when 
they de­ 
prive neutrals of their acknowledged 
rights, particularly when they violatu 
the right of life itself.“ 


Pointing 
out 
that 
a 
belligerent 
should give up its measures of retal­ 
iation 
if 
unable to conduct them 
“without injuring tho# lives of neu­ 
trals,“ the note declares that persist­ 
ence in such measures under the cir­ 
cumstances would constitute an un­ 
pardonable offense against the sover­ 
eignty of the neutral nation affected. 


The United States, it is further as­ 
serted, is “not unmindful of the ex­ 
traordinary 
conditions" 
created 
by 
the present war and is “ready to make 
every reasonable allowance for these 
novel and unexpected aspects of war 
at sea,“ but cannot consent “to abato 
any essential or iundemental right of 
the people because of a mere altera­ 
tion of circumstance.** 
t 
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100,000 Drowned In China.

A lieet of fifty-nine Turkish sailing 
vessels, laden with war material for 
the Turkish army at the Caucasus, 
has been destroyed by Russian tor« 
pedo boat destroyers, according to a 
dispatch from Sebastopol to Reuter's 
Telegram company. 


The vessels were on a voyage to 
Trebizond, a seaport of Asiatic Tur­ 
key, on the Black sea. The crews of 
the Turkish ships were made prison* 
ers by the destroyers,

FIRES 
SNOT 


Deadly Field Gun the Invention of 


New Yorker. 


Primarily Designed for the Destruc- 


tion of Aeroplane*, Dirigible Bal- 


loons, and the Like*—Applica- 


tion of Old Principle. 


A double-barreled field gun to shoot 


chain shot is the newest invention in 
ordnance to be filed at the patent of- 
fice. The inventor is Julius Wodiska, 
a New Yorker, who is very confident 
Df its great usefulness in warfare and 
also of its practicability. 
The draw- 


ings of the new gun plainly show that 
it certainly has the element of nov- 
elty, and, it it works as the inventor 
hopes, would be a murderous weapon 
against a line of troops and eoafd 
sweep the sky of air cratt. 


"My invention," says Mr. Wodiska, 


"can be used either for naval or land 
work,-and if the latter either as a 
field gun or mounted on a permanent 
emplacement. The gun has two bar- 
rels, whose axes slightly diverge from 
one another so as to be suitable for 
throwing projectiles united by chains; 
such projectiles when they leave the 
gun continue to diverge from one an- 
other and stretch the connecting 
chain, thus forming, in effect, a con- 
tinuous 
projectile 
of 
considerable 


length transverse to the direction of 
fire. Projectiles of this class, while 
long known, may now find a new field 
of application as a means for destroy- 
ing aeroplanes, dirigible balloons and 
the like. 


"One of the important features of 


the invention lies in the fact that there 
is only one explosion or powder cham- 
ber for the two barrels, so that the 
two projectiles are fired at exactly the 
same moment from, the two different 
barrels. 
The improved character of 


my chain shot is that the shot are 
united by a chain of considerable 
length. This chain is held, up to the 
time the projectile is fired, within the 
body of one or both of the projectiles 
and is capable of being extended as 
the projectiles increase their distance 
from the gun 
At all stages during 


Sight this extensible chain tends to 
be kept tightly stretched between the 
two projectiles. 


"So far as I am aware, in all ord- 


nance of this character previously 
used chain shot have always been con- 
nected together by chains of definite 
and rather limited length, so that the 
area swept over by the chain has been 
correspondingly limited. In this gun 
1 have provided means which will pre- 
vent any entanglement of the chain 
in the bore of the gun as well as any 
wedging .or .wearing action of the 
chain upon it. 


"The object of my invention is to 


provide a gun and suitable chain shot 
therefor which shall be free from 
many of the disadvantages hitherto

Fire Fighters May Be Protected 


by Wall of Water. 


In This Uniform a Man Need Have 


Little Pear of the Fiercest Flamts 


—Test* Have Shown Its 


Practicability. 


The newest idea in fighting fires is 


to dress the firemen in shower baths. 
These are uniforms fireproofed with 
tiny streams of water so effectually 
that when clothed in one of them a 
man can stand right in the midst of 
the fiercest flames without suffering 
any ill effects. 


The suit is made of fireproofed can- 


vas. Between the two thicknesses of 
the fabric, sewed at the neck, is a 
perforated ring through v.hlch tiny 
streams of water are showered down 
between the layers of canvas. 


The water finds outlets at the finger 


tips and at the soles of the feet 
Through the perforated ring encir- 
cling the helmet water drenches it, 
also the suit, like a shower bath. With 
such an -arrangement a fireman can 
walk right into a hot fire. 


The uniform does not weigh more 


than twenty-five pounds, and does not 
add much tc the jisual service clothing

of firemen. The water supply is ob 
tained from the line of hose in serv- 
ice through a one-half-inch hose con- 
nection. The water passing through 
this hose also operates a water motor 
of light weight which pumps fresh 
air into the helmet through another 
line of half-inch hose. 


The uniform was tested out in Cin- 


cinnati recently. While the fireman 
enveloped in it stood in the center of 
a fierce fire of wood, coal oil and 
shavings, spectators could not get 
closer than twenty feet to the flames, 
so intense was the heat. But the man 
protected by the "shower-bath" suit 
remained in the flames five minutes, 
playing the hose, and was in no wise 
injured. 


It is considered quite possible that 


this new idea can be adapted, so that 
it will be of great use in cases where 
it is necessary to send a large number 
of* firemen to fight a fire at a certain 
point. 


A protector, mounted on wheels so 


that it can be easily moved from place 
to place, might be constructed on the 
same lines as the shower-bath uni- 
forms, but large enough to hold inside 
its protecting walls of falling -water a 
dozen or more firemen.

CHANGES IN WARFARE 


MODERN ttENERALS ARE UNLIKE 


THOSE OF NAPOLEON'S TIME. 


Now Do Thdr Work Out of Sight of 


the Armies They Command, and . 


Move Men as Would a 


Cheat Player. 


Generalship today is about as much 


like generalship of Napoleon'p time 
as two-old-cat is like a. major league 
game, writes Frederick Palmer in Col- 
lier's Weekly. 
The general who 


watches the battle from a hill will be 
blown to bits by artillery fire. I've 
never seen a general on a horse in 
this war. If he travels, it is in a mo- 
tor car, and he travels very little. 


He sits in front of a map covered with 


blue and red penciled lines of the 
trenches and the enemies. A dozen 
experts are around him—each a spe- 
cialist. 
He is but the chairman of 


the council, the silent man who lis- 
tens. The others plan and organize; 
he nods. Photographs' from aero- 
planes tell him the change each day 
in the trenches. He works with a 
card-index system of lives and mate- 
rial. 
An expert in a brigade com- 


mand decides whether it's practicable 
to gain a few trenches; the division 
staff decides to let the brigade com- 
mander try, or perhaps carries it up 
to the corps staff, which may in turn 
pass it on to the great staff. A Joflre 
or a Von Hindenburg sits on the lid.

Von Hindenburg seems never 
perplexed, never rushed, though he 
has struck such telling and sudden 
blows. 


Where Napoleon threw in 10,000 re- 


serves and from his horse watched 
them double past to change the tide 
of battle, Von Hindenburg throws 
300,000 men on railroad trains in the 
night into East Prussia, and everlast- 
ingly surprises and overwhelms the 
Russians. Meanwhile, in what seemed 
a fierce and desperate attempt to 
break through in front of Warsaw, 
he was only feinting. 
But he did not 


make a half feint. 
It cost him twen- 


ty or thirty thousand casualties. The 
allied newspapers were rejoicing in 
his repulse before Warsaw when he 
was preparing his coup in East Prus- 
sia. 
Some Germans who were taken 


prisoners in front of Warsaw had on 
their persons copies of orders indi- 
cating that the frontal attack was to 
be pressed. Perhaps those Germans 
fell prisoners very easily.—Frederick 
Palmer in Collier's Weekly. 


Eminent Scholar to Retire. 


Dr. Basil Lanneau Gildersleeve, who 


is to retire from Johns Hopkins uni- 
versity at the end ot the scholastic 
year, is, with the exception of Dr.

Deadly Field Gun the Invention of 


New Yorker. 


Primarily Designed for the Dettruc* 
tion of Aeroplanes, Dirigible Bal­ 
loons, and the Like—Applica­ 
tion of Old Principle* 


A double-barreled Held gun to shoot 
chain shot is the newest invention in 
ordnance to be filed at the patent of­ 
fice. The inventor is Julius Wodiska, 
a New Yorker, who is very confident 
of its great usefulness In warfare and 
also of its practicability. 
The draw­ 
ings of the new gun plainly show that 
it certainly has the element of nov­ 
elty, aud, it it works as the inventor 
hopes, would be a murderous weapon 
against a lino of troops and couid 
sweep the sky of air craft. 


“My invention,” says Mr. Wodiska, 
“can be used either for naval or land 
work, • and if the latter either as a 
field gun or mounted on a permanent 
emplacement. 
The gun has two bar­ 
rels, w'hose axes slightly diverge from 
one another so as to be suitable for 
throwing projectiles united by chains; 
Buch projectiles when they leave the 
gun continue to diverge from one an­ 
other 
and 
stretch 
the 
connecting 
chain, thus forming, in effect, a con­ 
tinuous 
projectile 
of 
considerable 
length transverse to the direction of 
/ire. 
Projectiles of this class, while 
long known, may now find a new field 
of application as a means for destroy­ 
ing aeroplanes, dirigible balloons and 
the like. 


“One of the important features of 
the invention lies in tho fact that there 
is only one explosion or powder cham­ 
ber for the two barrels, so that the 
two projectiles are tired at exactly the 
same moment from the two different 
barrels. 
The improved character of 
my chain shot is that the shot are 
united by a chain of considerable 
length. 
This chain is held, up to the 
time the projectile is fired, within the 
body of one or both of the projectiles 
and is capable of being extended as 
the projectiles increase their distance 
from the gun. 
At all stages during 
flight this extensible chain tends to 
be kept tightly stretched between the 
two projectiles. 


“So far as I am aware, in ail ord­ 
nance of this character previously 
used chain shot have always been con­ 
nected together by chains of definite 
and rather limited length, so that the 
area swept over by the chain has been 
correspondingly limited.

I have provided means wiiich will pre­ 
vent any entanglement of the chain 
in the bore of the gun as well as any 
wedging or wearing action of the 
chain upon it.

study at the University of Coimbra. 
’’It w'as at Coimbra,” Senhor Braga 
records, “that I first became acquaint­ 
ed with my favorite authors—Kant, 
Hegel, 
Comte, 
Ranke, 
Macaulay, 
Goethe, Shakespeare and Hugo.” And 
it was at Coimbra that he wrote **A 
Vision of Time,” the greatest poem 
produced in Portugal since the death 
of Camoens. 


Eminent Scholar to Retire* 


Dr. Basil Lanneau Gildersleeve, who 
is to retire from Johns Hopkins uni­ 
versity at the end of the scholastic 
year, is, with the exception of Dr. 
Ira Ramsen, the last man of the orig­ 
inal university faculty. 
His reason 
for retiring is his age, he having 
passed the eighty-third milestone. Doc­ 
tor Gildersleeve, a native of Charles­ 
ton, S. C., is recognized as one of two 
greatest Greek scholars *in the world, 
and has been at work on a Greek Syn­ 
tax, said by Greek scholars to be the 
most wonderful work of its kind ever 
attempted, and which he has himself 
said he never expects to live to com­ 
plete. 
His associates in the depart­ 
ment of Greek of the university, Dr. 
C. W. E. Miller and Mr. Edmund Spelk- 
er, will probably finish it. Honors con­ 
ferred on him by the scientific institu­ 
tions of the world are many, and his 
treatises on classical languages are in 
general use in educational circles.

dead at her home in Centralia when a blood 
Teasel ruptured as she was talking to 
friends. 


While attempting to put out a fire at 


bis home, William Cunningham, aged 71, 
of Byrontown, dropped dead from heart 
disease. 


Left-over fire-crackers fired the clothes 


of Charles, 6-year-old son of Frank War- 
ner, of Mechanicsburg, and little hope is 
entertained for his recovery. 


The ceremony of immersion was per- 


formed on Sunday afternoon in a stream 
at the farm of Henry Hoover, at Iron 
Ridge, York county, by the German Bap- 
tists, when 14 persons were baptised. 


Bobbers broke into the ticket office at 


the W. M. station house at Nashville, 
York county, on Saturday night and stole 
a large number of tickets, and other arti- 
cles belonging to the office.

Sast Berlin railroad question was settled 
on Friday, when the citizens of East Ber- 
in and Abbottstown, represented by D. 
E. Br-aidt, U. L. Glatfelter, Samuel Sow- 
ers and Dr. T. C. Miller, purchased the 
equipment of the railroad nave for the roll- 
ing stock, from William D. Himes, of New 
Oxford, the receiver, for about' $8,000. 
The road will be put into operation in the 
near future and be run much the same as 
icretofore. The track between Abbotts- 
town and East Berlin, which has been torn 
up, will be re-laid and work will likely 
start as soon as a new company can be 
brmed. 


The construction of an electric light 


plant at East Berlin, with the consummate 
purpose of operating with it an electric 
road that would solve the transportation 
question in that vicinity, was recently ag- 
tated by citizens of that town. The boro 
of East Berlin had consented to undertake 
the erection of an electric light plant that 
would furnish light for the boro and com- 
mercial purposes, if it could be installed at 
a cost that would not exceed amount the 
borough may become indebted for. Citi-. 
zens of E. B. went further, in suggesting 
and offering aid in the erection of a plant 
of sufficient capacity that would run an 
electric car line to some point that would 
give East Berlin satisfactory connection 
with neighboring towns. That point was 
considered to be Berlin Junction. 


The movement on the part of Abbotts- 


town citizens to raise a sufficient amount 
to take over the abandoned Berlin Branch 
railroad from their town to the junction, 
had ultimately failed and the work of de- 
stroying the tracks between the two places 
had been resumed. The residents made 
certain overtures to the owner, William G. 
Leas, but the amount they had subscribed 
was much below the price asked. A cam- 
paign was then launched in East Berlin 
and Abbottstown to secure subscriptions 
toward the formation of a new company, 
that would purchase the right of way re- 
linquished by the former railroad company. 


However, terms with William D. Himes, 


the receiver, were reached on Friday and 
the deed for the property was transferred, 
ending what residents of those two towns 
will declare, a memorable fight for the re- 
establishment of the road. The purchase 
on Friday came as a surprise to many per- 
sons. 


The backers have not decided upon any 


plans as yet. The object is eventually to 
electrify the road, and the East Berlin pro- 
ject may materialize. It has been propos- 
ed that the W. M. haul the freight over 
the branch. Another idea advanced is 
that of running motor cars, both for pas- 
sengers and freight. Just what will be 
done is not definitely known at present.

They are going ahead and proving in 
conclusive manner that they are justly 
entitled to the good things being said 
of them. 


What the boys and girls are doing 


today to promote better agriculture is 
of inestimable value to the country at 
large. Not only does it tend to in- 
crease crop production, but it is mak- 
ing life more attractive on the farm. 


Through the medium of boys' corn 


clubs and girls' garden and canning 
•clubs the boys and girls are learning 
that there is much that Is worth while 
in country life. With education along 
these lines and the unfolding of the 
'mysteries of plant life it is becoming 
more difficult to lure them from the 
farm. 


The boys' corn club work is a defi- 


nite effort by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, the state agri- 
cultural colleges, and other institutions 
to promote and encourage increased 
production of corn at a reasonable cost 
on small areas and to offer a plan of 
vocational guidance by requiring club 
members to master a complete corn 
crop operation. 


This begins with the selection of 


suitable seed and follows the opera- 
tion to marketing or feeding and in- 
cludes the making up of a complete 
crop report of the work, its cost and 
expenses. In this work the profit on 
the investment is as important aa 
the matter of yield. 


The future of American agriculture 


is largely dependent on the boys and 
girls of today, and it is the purpose 
of this corn club movement to assist 
the ether forces now at work to in- 
terest, instruct and direct the boys of 
our villages and rural communities In 
the possibilities of farming as a profit- 
able and dignified profession. 


Corn growing on the one-acr.fr basis 


is used as a medium of Instruction 
and interest. 
As a field crop .of in- 


terest and~ cash value it has no 
superior. From the standpoint of Its 
economical relation to farm manage- 
ment it will encourage diversified 
farming, soil building by rotation ol 
crops, the feeding of hogs, the keep- 
ing of other live stock, etc., and is 
considered one of the most profitable 
field crops grown in the grain states. 


The girls' clubs are conducted along 


lines similar to the work of the corn 
clubs, only the crop is some garden 
crop—such as tomatoes—which can 
be disposed of not only as a fresh 
vegetable, but the product may also 
be canned. 


A Girl's Bank. • 


. There is a kind of savings hank for 
girls in Germany which might well be 
imitated in this country. On the birth 
of a girl the parents can insure her in 
one of these banks for a sum that wfll 
give the child on the completion of 
her eighteenth year, a small capital 
to start in life with, to follow her pro- 
fession or finish her studies, or to 
serve as a dower in the event of her 
marriage. The annual premium is a 
fixed sum, and comparatively light, 
and scarcely proves a burden. It cer- 
tainly must prove a great help to a 
girl when she arrives at the age of 
discretion to find herself mistreat of 
a snag little fund of her own.

They are going ahead and proving In 
conclusive manner that they are justly 
entitled to the good things being said 
of them. 


W hat the boys and girls are doing 
today to promote better agriculture is 
of inestimable value to the countiy at 
large. 
Not only does it tend to in­ 
crease crop production, but it is mak­ 
ing life more attractive on the farm. 


Through the medium of boys’ corn 
clubs and girls* garden and canning 
‘dubs the boys and girls are learning 
that there is much that Is worth while 
in country life. 
With education along 
these lines and the unfolding of the 
mysteries of plant life It is becoming 
more difficult to lure them from the 
farm. 


The boys’ corn club work is a defi­ 
nite effort by the United States de* 
partment of agriculture, the state agri­ 
cultural colleges, and other institutions 
to promote and encourage increased 
production of corn at & reasonable cost 
on small areas and to offer a plan of 
vocational guidance by requiring club 
members to master a complete corn 
crop operation. 


This begins with tho selection of 
suitable seed and follows the opera­ 
tion to marketing or feeding and in­ 
cludes the making up of a complete 
crop report of the work, Its cost and 
expenses. 
In this work the profit on 
the investment is as important au 
the matter of yield. 


The future of American agriculture 
is largely dependent on the boys and 
girls of today, and it is the purpose 
of this corn club movement to assist 
the other forces now at work to in­ 
terest, instruct and direct the boys of 
our villages and rural communities In 
tho possibilities of farming as a profit 
able and dignified profession, 


Corn growing on tho one-acre basis 
is used as a medium of Instruction 
and interest. 
As a field crop ,of in­ 
terest 
and 
cash 
value 
it 
has 
no 
superior. 
From the standpoint of Its 
economical relation to farm manage­ 
ment 
it 
will 
encourage 
diversified 
farming, soil building by rotation of 
crops, tho feeding of hogs, the keep­ 
ing of other live stock, etc,, and is 
considered one of the most profitable 
field crops grown in the grain states. 


The girls' clubs are conducted along 
lines similar to the wwk of the corn 
clubs, only the crop is some garden 
crop—such as tomatoes—which can 
be disposed of not only as a fresh 
vegetable, but the product may also 
be canned.

On the birth 
of a girl the parents can insure her in 
one of these banks for a sum that wiM 
give the child on the completion of 
her eighteenth year, a small capital 
to start in life with, to follow her pro­ 
fession or finish her studies, or to 
serve as a dower in the event of her 
marriage. 
The annual premium is 
fixed sum, and comparatively light« 
and scarcely proves a burden.

tainly must prove a great help to a 
girl w'hen she arrives at the age of 
discretion to find herself mistress <4 
a snug little fund of her own.

The measure 
requires among other things, that the net 
weight pf alt canned poods, such as pe«8, 
beans, tomatoes and corn, shall be stamp 
ed on the outside tho container. 
Things 
like coffee and sugar sold from bulk, or 
weighed or measured in the presence of 
the customer need not be marked with 
the quantity of the contents; but where, 
the dealer, for the purpose of facilitating 
business, puts up packages of rice, sugar, 
coffee, etc,, and pltces them on the shelf 
already wrapped and pAcked, it will be 
necessary for him to mark the quantity of 
the contents on that class of goods. 
The 
penalties provided for failure to observe 
the provisions of the law are, not more 
than $25 for first offense; not less than 
$25 or more than $100 for the second of­ 
fense; and for the third and each subse 
quent offense not less than $100 or more 
than $250

Washington.—A national employment 
bureau reaching into every section or 
the United States lias been put In op­ 
eration by the department of labor, 
carrying out the suggestion of Presi­ 
dent Wilson in the Indianapolis speech 
for “a systematic method of helping 
the workingmen of America." 


Preliminary work for the bureau was 
completed by Commissioner Caminctti

James Is one of the last survivors 
of the bank robbers, made notorious 
by an almost unparalleled career of 
crime during the unsettled period that 
followed the war. He has been living 
the life of an ordinary farmer for more 
than thirty years. 


James was a son of n clergyman. 
Ge joined Quantrell’s guerrillas In the 
war between the states, together with 
fois brother, Jesse, and took part in the 
sacking of Lawrence. Kan. 


When the war ended they were hunt­ 
ed far and tvide by relatives of*those 
who had met death at their hands. 
They soon became outlaws. 
Many

war have been laid at the door of the 
James-Younger gang, of which the 
only members left are Frank James 
and Cole Younger, now living at Lee’s 
Summit, Mo.

Have the sick one in a room with 


painted calcimined walla that may

Always pour mediciue from 
the opposite side of the label as it 
may be blurred and all name or di­ 
rections destroyed.

Bread Pudding.—Pour a quart of 
scalded milk over two cupfuls of bread 
crumbs, cover and let stand fifteen 
minutes; then add four egg yolks, 
beaten thick, * two tablespoonfuls of 
melted butter, a few grains of grated 
nutmeg, a half cupful of freshly grated 
cocoanut, a pinch of soda, dissolved 
in a tablespoonful of hot water and 
the whites of the eggs, beaten stiffv 
and a half-cupful of sugar added, then" 
fold into the mixture. Bake In a but­ 
tered pudding dish for 45 minutes and 
serve with crushed strawberries or 
crushed raspberries. 


Roxbury Sauce.—Beat the yolk of 
an egg until thick and lemon colored, 
and add three-fourths of a cupful of 
powdered sugar gradually, beating ail 
the time. 
Mix one-fourth of a cupful 
of powdered sugar, with a teaspoonful 
of cornstarch, and an eighth of a tea- 
apqonful of salt, and pour on gradually 
one cupful of scalded milk while stir­ 
ring constantly. 
Cook in a double 
boiler for ten minutes, stirring often, 
.and then combine the egg and cooked 
mixture, flavor with grated lemon riud 
and a teaspoonful of lemon juice; then 
add the w’hite of the egg beaten stiff.
